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Women  Rabbis? 

At  the  recent  convention  of  The 
Rabbinical  Assembly,  the  international 
association  of  Conservative  rabbis, 
Dr.  Gerson  D.  Cohen,  chancellor  of  the 
Seminary,  read  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mission  appointed  by  him  to  study 
the  question  of  whether  qualified  wom¬ 
en  should  be  admitted  as  students  to 
the  Rabbinical  School  and  ordained  as 
rabbis.  The  majority  report  was  in  the 
affirmative.  The  final  decision  will  be 
made  by  the  faculty  of  the  Seminary 
this  spring. 

The  mainstream  of  classical  Judaism 
during  the  Talmudic  period  gave  wom¬ 
en  a  status  higher  than  they  enjoyed 
in  other  contemporary  cultures.  But 
the  free-flowing  stream  of  Judaism 
was  congealed  during  recent  centuries 
and  while  the  recognition  of  women’s 
rights  grew  apace  in  other  civiliza¬ 
tions,  it  lagged  behind  in  Judaism. 

Conservative  Judaism  in  its  begin¬ 
nings  did  away  with  the  segregation 
of  women  in  public  worship.  Later  it 
instituted  the  ceremony  of  Bat  Mitz- 
vah  for  its  daughters.  Almost  twenty- 
five  years  ago  its  Law  Committee  per¬ 
mitted  the  granting  of  an  aliyah  to 
women.  Seven  years  ago  another  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  Committee  on  Jewish  Law 
and  Standards  of  The  Rabbinical  As¬ 
sembly  recognized  the  counting  of 
women  for  a  minyan. 

All  these  changes  have  been  made 
not  in  contravention  of  halakkah  but 
based  on  Jewish  law  and  its  interpre¬ 
tation,  characteristic  of  Conservative 
Judaism. 

The  right  of  women  to  serve  as 
rabbis  in  the  modern  world  constitutes 
a  further  stage  in  the  development 
of  the  attitude  of  Conservative  Jud¬ 
aism  to  women. 

We  look  forward  to  the  decision  of 
the  Seminary  faculty  and  we  hope  it 
will  be  in  the  affirmative.

There  are  many  types  of  clowns  who 
have  a  very  important  vocation:  to 
make  people  laugh.  Yet  there  is  one 
clown  who  often  appears  in  the  circus 
or  in  movies  who  has  a  very  special 
smile.  That  smile  implies  sadness  at 
the  very  moment  that  it  breeds  laugh¬ 
ter.  And,  when  you  look  him  in  the 
eye  and  think  for  a  moment,  you  don’t 
know  whether  to  cry  or  to  laugh. 

Purim  reminds  me  of  that  clown. 
On  the  surface,  our  customs  are  de¬ 
signed  to  bring  hilarity  —  even  into 
the  synagogue.  There  are  games,  mas¬ 
querades,  partying,  gift-giving  and 
even  drinking,  all  of  which  are  appro¬ 
priate  to  the  day.  But  what  do  they 
call  to  mind?  A  time  of  great  crisis 
in  Jewish  life.  A  time  when  an  anti- 
Semite  gained  power  and  was  going 
to  use  his  power  to  destroy  the  Jews. 
Of  course  there  was  a  last  minute 
deliverance,  and  the  decree  was  super¬ 
seded  and  fought.  But  when  you  look 
into  the  eyes  of  Purim,  it  is  hard  not 
to  see  the  sadness  of  persecution  at  the 
very  time  when  you  see  the  clown’s 
smile. 

Purim  is  a  diaspora  holiday.  It  re¬ 
counts  the  attacks  on  a  Jewish  com¬ 
munity  living  well,  and  happy  with 
its  existence  outside  of  Israel.  It  is  a 
community  that  lives  with  the  reality 
of  intermarriage,  for  Esther  the  Jew 
is  married  to  a  Persian  king.  When 
Haman  conspires  against  the  Jews,  the 
citv  of  Shushan  is  bewildered  —  the 
Megil'ah  savs.  “Could  it  reallv  happen 
here?”  is  what  remains  unsaid,  but  is 
really  implied.  And  the  answer  is: 
Yes. 

According  to  the  Rabbis,  the  removal 
of  King  Ahasuerus’  ring,  which  he 
gives  to  Haman,  accomplished  more 
for  bringing  important  changes  into 
Jewish  life  than  did  the  words  of  all 
the  prophets.  That  is  the  Rabbis’ 
shorthand  for  another  truth:  Anti- 
Semitism  often  affects  Jewish  life 
more  forcefully  than  the  loftiest  ideas 
we  are  able  to  produce.  That  is  a  sad 
fact,  but  a  real  one  nonetheless. 

And  what  do  we  do  in  light  of  that? 
Maintain  a  comic  spirit,  what  else! 
We  party  and  bake,  we  dance  and  we 
drink,  though  we  are  reminded  of  the 
worst.  We  laugh  a  laugh  which  is  a  re¬ 
sult  of  the  Jews  having  been  saved. 
But  the  taste  of  that  laugh  is  bitter¬ 
sweet.  It  is  the  old  laugh  of  the  clown 
Pagliacci,  and  his  aria  we  know  well.

That  same  year  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
selected  her  to  be  one  of  two  House  members  on  the  President’s  National  Com¬ 
mission  on  the  Observance  of  International  Women’s  Year.

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Dr.  Heske!  Haddad  to 
Discuss  "Jews  from  Arab 

Lands"  at  Shabbaton 

Dr.  Heskel  M.  Haddad  will  speak 
about  “Jews  from  Arab  Lands”  on 
Saturday,  March  10  at  2  p.m.,  as  part 
of  the  annual  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
SHABBATON,  sponsored  by  the  Wom¬ 
en’s  Evening  Group. 

Dr.  Haddad  is  the  United  States 
representative  on  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  World  Organization  of 
Jew's  from  Arab  Countries.  He  is  the 
General  Secretary  of  the  United  States 
chapter  of  that  organization  and  is  the 
President  of  the  American  Committee 
for  Rescue  and  Resettlement  of  Iraqi 
Jews.  He  was  one  of  the  early  organ¬ 
izers  of  the  fight  to  educate  people  — 
Jews  and  non-Jews  alike  —  to  the 
plight  of  Arab  Jews.  In  an  article  for 
the  Middle  East  Information  Series, 
published  in  1971,  Dr.  Haddad  traces 
the  problem  of  Jew'ish  Arab  and  Pales¬ 
tinian  Arab  refugees.  After  a  careful 
analysis,  he  goes  on  to  suggest: 

“.  .  .  that  the  United  Nations,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Arab  states  and 
Israel,  introduce  a  program  of 
population  exchange  and  recipro¬ 
cal  reparation  for  the  refugees  as 
a  solution  to  the  refugee  problem 
—  Jewish  as  well  as  Arab.  It 
would  be  a  solution  to  the  problem 
of  the  Jewish  minorities  still  liv¬ 
ing  and  still  persecuted  in  Arab 
countries  as  well  as  for  the  Pales¬ 
tinian  Arabs.” 

Since  that  article,  Dr.  Haddad  has 
been  writing  and  lecturing  tirelessly 
on  the  subject,  both  as  a  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  previously  mentioned  org¬ 
anizations  and  as  a  private  United 
States  citizen.  It  wras  as  a  private  citi¬ 
zen  that  Dr.  Haddad  met  President 
Sadat  on  June  7,  1978.  They  met  for 
two  hours  and  Dr.  Haddad  had  the 
opportunity  to  discuss  the  plight  of 
Jews  from  Arab  lands  who  suffered 
untold  physical  and  psychological  pain. 
Many  were  expelled  from  their  homes 
with  their  property,  belongings  and 
assets  illegally  confiscated.  Some  still 
remain  and  suffer.  The  choice  was 
never  theirs. 

Dr.  Haddad  is  himself  a  Jewish 
refugee  from  Iraq.  In  a  hauntingly 
familiar  Jewish  tale,  Dr.  Haddad  said 
his  identity  had  been  primarily  Iraqi 
until  a  pogrom  in  Baghdad  killed  his 
cousin  along  with  hundreds  of  other 
Iraqi  Jews.  He  suddenly  realized  that 
regardless  of  how  he  saw  himself,  he 
wras  a  Jew  and  would  be  seen  as  a 
Jew.  He  understood  that  the  healthy 
way  to  deal  with  this  was  to  identify
